Murder Charge To Be 
Laid Against Witherow; 
Bollinger Inquest Held 


Still Missing

Witherow Charge 
May Be Changed 
To Manslaughter 


A charge of murder is to be flied 
this afternoon against John With- 
<erow, 38, Freedom township, held in 
the death 
of 
Fred 
S. 
Bollinger. 
Greenmount, state police indicated 
today after Dr. 
Edgar A. 
Miller, 
Adams county coroner, completed 
an inquest into the tragedy. 
The 
coroner’s 
jury returned a 
factual verdict finding that Bolling­ 
er had died of a gunshot wound in 
the abdomen “caused by the dis­ 
charge of a gun in the hands of 
John Witherow.” 
The degree of the 
crime 
with 
which Witherow is to be charged 
was determined at a conference be­ 
tween Corporal John P. Herman, of 
the local substation of the state po­ 
lice, who has been in charge of the 
< investigation of 
the 
fatality, and 
District Attorney John P. Butt, this 
afternoon. 
The district attorney was present 
for the inquest which was concluded 
shortly after 12 o’clock this after­ 
noon in the office of Sheriff B W. 
Spence at the county jail, and con­ 
ducted the questioning of the four 
witnesses who were called to the 
stand. 
Witherow Declines Statement 
Witherow declined to make any 
statement. 
He was represented at 
the inquest by Edgar K. Markley, 
Esq. 
Coroner Miller and the members of 
the Jury Thursday afternoon went to 
the Witherow home, near Marsh 
Creek Heights, the scene of the 
shooting Sunday morning, and ex­ 
amined the Interior of the house 
and made measurements about the 
door through which the fatal charge 
passed before entering Bollinger's 
left side and inflicting the wound 
which resulted In his death early 
Tuesday morning at the Warner hos­ 
pital. 
No witnesses were sworn at the 
WI the row’ home but J. Preston Null, 
21, Greenmount, who was present 
when the fatal shooting occurred, 
showed the members of the jury the 
positions taken by the principals in 
the tragedy at various time’s during 
the morning on which the shooting 
occurred. 
The probe was resumed this morn­ 
ing at l l o’clock in the sheriff’s of­ 
fice. 
Emmitsburg Doctor Testifies 
Dr. H. P. Freeman, Emmitsburg 
physician, was the first to be called 
to the witness stand. 
Other wit­ 
nesses who followed w'ere Null, Les­ 
lie 
Kennel, 
Greenmount, 
W'ho 
brought Bollinger to the hospital 
here, and Corporal Herman. 
The 
testimony of Corporal Herman con­ 
flicted directly in several important 
points with that given by Null. 
Doctor Freeman stated that when 
he arrived at the Witherow' home 
about IO o’clock Sunday morning he 
found Bollinger lying on the floor 
In intense pain. The doctor said the 
wound on the left side of the vic­ 
tim’s abdomen had left a shot pat­ 
tern about six inches in diameter. 
After giving treatment, the physician 
advised Bollinger’s immediate re­ 
moval to the hospital. He had to be 
carried from the house, the doctor 
related. 
Tile witness said that when he en­ 
tered the home he asked what had 
happened but received no answer al­ 
though he repeated the question sev­ 
eral times. He remembered hearing 
Witherow 
say 
to 
Bollinger 
“I 
wouldn’t have hurt you for any­ 
thing,” and then “choked up” with 
emotion, the doctor stated. He also 
stated that Bollinger said, “You 
needn’t tell me I’m not badly hurt. 
This is my last round-up. Itll be a 
slow death.” 
Doctor Freeman said 
there were indications that both 
Witherow and Bollinger had been 
drinking but neither was greatly in­ 
toxicated.

Following the 
coroner’s Inquest 
Into the death by shooting of Fred 
Bollinger, District Attorney John P. 
Butt Issued this statement: 
I have ad vised the state police 
to lav an information against John 
Witherow charging him with mur­ 
der, this in connection with the 
death of Fred IVollinger. 
From the testimony of the wit­ 
nesses before the coroner's in­ 
quest today, it appears that there 
is no evidence in possession of the 
Commonwealth which would prove 
or tend to prove thai this killing 
was either intentional or felonious. 
We therefore, propose to petition 
the court for authority to nolle 
prosequi the felony and to even­ 
tually proceed against Witherow 
with the 
charge of 
involuntary' 
manslaughter.

Ralph Hawk, 20-year-old farm 
laborer of Marion, thus, authorities 
say, summed up his motive for al­ 
legedly striking Catherine on the 
head with a flashlight early New 
Year’s day and for setting fire to 
a bed occupied by her mother, Mrs.

Indictment of General Lee 
For Treason Is Located 


Richmond, Va., Jan. 8 (AP)—A 
faded yellow document, the indict­ 
ment of Gen. Robert E. Lee for 
treason against the United States 
of America, was found Thursday in 
the basement of the Richmond post 
office building, where it had lain 
unnoticed for years with other his­ 
torically valuable relics of the old 
south. 
The indictment, one of thirty-four 
similar records found jammed into 
a musty wooden box by a workman 
on a WF A archives project, had 
been considered lost by Virginia his­ 
torians and historical societies, who 
have sought for years to obtain a 
full pardon for the Confederate 
leader. 
C. K. Moran, clerk of the United 
States District court, whose offices 
are in the building, said the box 
had not been opened “at least” since 
1921 when he took office. 
When 
they were put there, or by whom, is 
largely a matter of conjecture, he 
said. 
The individual true bills, found 
during Ute 1865*68 terms of the 


United States District court of Vir­ 
ginia, charged that such southern­ 
ers as Robert E. Lee, of Richmond; 
James Longstreet, of Georgia, and 
Fitzhugh Lee, of Henrico county. 
. . . "Not having the fear of God be­ 
fore their eyes, nor weighing the 
duty of . . . allegiance, but being 
moved and seduced by the instiga­ 
tion of the devil . . . armed and ar­ 
rayed In a warlike manner . . . did 
maliciously and traitorously gather 
themselves together . . . did ordain 
and carry’ on war against the United 
States of America , . . against the 
Constitution, 
Government, 
peace 
and dignity . . . against the fonn 
and statute . . . rn such case made 
and provided.” 
While the charges against General 
Lee and the other southern leaders 
were not prosecuted and, ultimately, 
nolle prossed, the leader of the army 
of Northern Virginia never received 
the pardon he requested of Presi­ 
dent Andrew Johnson.

Musical Selections on Program 
Professor Keefauver’s address fol­ 
lowed a musical program presented 
by school organizations under the 
direction of Professor Edwin Longa- 
necker, a member of the high school 
faculty, and Miss Dorothy Brindle, 
supervisor of music tor the town 
schools.

Yhe teaching staff Increased from 
32 to 45 or 40.6 per cent. You may 
foe interested to know that teachers 
on the whole are now much better 
prepared for their profession than 
they were IO years ago. 
The state 
standard was raised in 
1921 
and 
Gettysburg has met that standard 
IOO per cent. In 1926 only one ele­ 
mentary 
teacher 
was 
a 
college 
graduate. 
Now' IOO per cent have 
had at least tu’o years’ post high 
school preparation and 33.3 per cent 
or one-third are college graduates, 
of them two have masters’ degrees. 
School Buildings Improved 
In the 1930 census Gettysburg 
passed the 5.000 population mark and 
automatically became a third-class 
school district. 
That change in 
classification 
affected 
the 
salary 
schedule by giving each teacher four 
increments of HOO each. In fourth- 
class district® teachers do not get any 
Increments other than th© local dis­ 
trict provides. 
Physical improvements at the high 
school during the last IO years in­ 
clude the establishing and equipping 
of a cafeteria; adding a storage and 
locker room, and taking an extra 
classroom from the study hall. 'Hie 
Lincoln school was remodeled, pro­ 
viding two regulation class rooms 
and a playroom.

Curriculum Changes 
In the Lincoln school there has 
been a complete revision of the cur­ 
riculum. Junior high school studies 
have supplanted tile traditional ele­ 
m entary curriculum. 
In the high 
school changes were not so drastic 
except, in procedures and methods, 
and contract method. 
H ealth edu- 
j cation, art instruction, junior busi­ 
ness, salesmanship, and commercial 
J law were added. 
A librarian was 
added to the high school faculty. 
] We have our own medical inspector, 
who makes an annual inspection of 
all pupils, instead of one every two 
or three years, as when the state 
| provided this service. 
The medical 
inspector Is responsible for check­ 
ing the 
cleanliness 
of buildings. 
I Band and orchestra instruction is 
I in the 
regular schedule 
and the 
band has been equipped with uni­ 
forms. 
The school’s newspaper has 
been 
established 
and 
reached 
a 
point in perfection where it ranks 
with the best in its class. 
All school and class accounts have 
been centralized into one account 
I under faculty supervision. A school 
savings 
system 
has 
been 
estab- 
! ILshed to make thrift education more 
real 
And it works, for during the 
period of 28 weeks it has been in op­ 
eration $3,403.16 have been depos­ 
ited. 
The budget system for school ac­ 
tivities lias been established where 
by paying a nominal am ount week­ 
ly or m onthly pupils can be adm it­ 
ted to all high school activities at 
a substantial saving. 
An extensive testing program has 
been m aintained through the years 
and so-called intelligence, achieve­ 
ment and subject tests were adm in­ 
istered. 
All tests a pupil takes are 
hied in an individual folder. 
This 
is of use in guiding him in his work, 
and in advising with parents. 
Reference was 
made earlier in 
my talk to enrollm ent increase. 
It 
may lie of interest to you to know 
that during the last ten years 907 
boys and girls have graduated from 
Gettysburg high school. 
This rep- 
j regents 171 more than we gradu­ 
ated in the previous 25 years. 
Necessity for Additions 
Now for the construction program 
! just 
completed. 
W hen our high 
I school enrollm ent reached the 500- 
mark there was scarcely any room 
' left to shift classer. 
T here were 


only 350 desks for pupils also. T h at 
m eant th a t 50 to 60 or more pupils 
had to sit on cafeteria chairs, on 
auditorium chairs, or at typew riter 
desks, where conditions for study 
were rather poor. Even if there had 
been 500 suitable desks and only 
500 pupils to occupy them , you can 
readily see how difficult it would 
have been to operate a schedule. 
On account of the various subjects 
classes cannot be balanced so ac­ 
curately th a t when one pupil passes 
from one class to another, another 
pupil will pass to the one vacated. 
Thus you can understand th a t the 
m atter of providing additional class­ 
room facilities was forced upon us. 
Another thing th a t was not gener­ 
ally known outside the board was 
th at about five years ago we had 
been notified by the departm ent of 
labor and industry not to adm it 
more than IOO people to the gym, 
on account of fire hazard. 
T hat 
notification was never acknowledged, 
but It did cause us a bit of concern 
when we held athletic contests and 
spectators crowded the stands. T hat 
condition accounts for the inclusion 
of a 
m odem gymnasium, 
which 
should answer all purposes for some 
time to come. Regardless of the old 
gymnasium having been condemned, 
the erection of the new gymnasium, 
the athletic fields, and play grounds 
can be defended before any bar of 
justice as necessary for physical de­ 
velopment, as a m eans of developing 
attitudes and ideals of give and 
take, and as a crime deterrent. The 
only thing is th a t we have not gone 
far enough in this phase of educa­ 
tion as is the case in m any other 
measures. 
But we are proceeding 
about as fast as the general public 
backs us, and we are willing to pro­ 
ceed much faster when you say the 
word. 
Cost to Borough Is $59,250 
The total cost of this project, in ­ 
cluding all furniture and equipment, 
will am out to $102,000. 
Of this 
am ount the federal governm ent con­ 
tributes $42,750 as an outright gift. 
So th a t all you see new here today 
represents an expense of $59,250 to 
the people of Gettysburg. 
So with 
all these improvements during the 
past IO years the indebtedness of the 
school district is now $4,000 less 
than it was in 1926, and this, despite 
the fact th a t during the last three 
years we have been operating on a j 
16-mill tax. 
During the previous 
ten years the tax rate was 18 mills 
and previous to th a t for a year or 
two, a t least, it was twenty mills. 
W hat do we get for all this money? 
For the first tim e in the history of 
Gettysburg, all science classes will 
have an adequate and scientifically . 
approved laboratory. Masic classes 
will have a proper place to meet, as 
will art classes. O ther regular class 
rooms complete the annex. 
Our 
m ain regret is th a t we could not 
complete the basem ent and establish 
vocational courses immediately. 
Let us now face the future to see . 
w hat Is in the offing. 
Now I know I 
it is rather dangerous to prophesy, j 
but some things are so im m inent in 
education th a t in my humble opin- 
| ion they are removed from the realm 
of prophecy. 
The larger school unit is coming 
whether or not we w ant it for our 


j own particular use. I t will be forced 


j upon us by increased appropriation, i 
j and th a t is the only way it can be 
brought about. 
T h at is the way it 
is being brought about in New York 
state. 
Too Many Small Schools 
The federal arid state governments 
will have to contribute a greater 
am ount to public education. 
Penn­ 
sylvania now lags far beyond her 
I neighbor states — M aryland, 
New 
York and New Jersey in carrying 
her share of public school expense. 
Too many sm all high schools have 
been 
established 
throughout 
Ute 
state. 
They cannot operate effec­ 
tively or efficiently. 
They cost too 
m uch for the service they re n d e r.! 
Their program s are too restrictive, j 
For some tim e educators have felt 
th a t a high school to offer an ef­ 
fective curriculum should have an 
enrollm ent of around 500. The state 
is now recomm ending high school 
units with an enrollm ent of not less 
than 2 0 0 . 
If the recom mendation recently ; 
m ade by our state superintendent is 
enacted into law, the compulsory a t­ 
tendance age will be raised to 17 
years during the 1937-38 school term 


and to 18 years beginning the 1939- 
40 term . 
This will compel school 
districts 
to 
establish 
vocational 
courses, for m any pupils will have 
reached the lim it of their ability to 
profit by academic training before 
th a t age. This upward extension of 
the compulsory attendance age may 
also call for the establishing of ju n ­ 
ior colleges in connection with the 
present high school. 
It is often 
spoken of the 6-4-4 plan 
The individua.l pupil m ust have 
greater 
attention 
and 
guidance. 
Group or class instruction was insti­ 
tuted years ago because it was less 
expensive th an the tutorial method. 
But classes m ust be kept small 
enough and the teaching load light 
enough so th a t more attention can 
be given to individual needs. Sm all­ 
er classes m ight prevent m any fail­ 
ures. 
And it is my belief there 
should be very few if any failures. 
A pupil should proceed only as fast 
as he is able. Not all would be able 
to go the same distance, but they 
would succeed as far as they go, 
and success begets confidence, but 
failure begets discouragement. 
Special School Needed 
Special schools will have to be 
established 
for 
the 
handicapped 
children. 
Too m any boys and girls 
who are not able to profit by the 
teaching in our regular schools are 
forced to struggle along year after 
year and know nothing but failure. 
If they could have special schools, 
they would for the most part make 
desirable, self-supporting and self­ 
respecting citizens. 
M ethods 
of 
instruction 
will 
change. More time will be spent in 
directing study and less tim e wasted 
in recitation. 
The library will play 
an ever increasing part in the edu­ 
cational program. 
It will in my 
opinion be the dynam o of the newer > 


education—the work shop with con­ 
ference rooms all around the m ain 
library where teachers and pupils 
may m eet for consultation. 
The newer educational program 
will give a place to nursery schools, 
to the kindergarten, to adult edu­ 
cation. The health of the child will 
be protected by providing adequate 
medical 
and 
dental service. 
Of 
course all this service will cost more 
money. 
But sooner or later the 
public will realize it is cheaper and 
a better investm ent to furnish these 
services th a t prevent poverty and 
crime than it is to pay the costs of 
poverty and crime. 
Preventative 
measures are always cheaper than 
curative.
